Editor’s Note. The greatest inducement enter the religious life 
the example of the religious who has become Alter Christus. Nothing is 
so discouraging to religious vocations and religion generally than religious 
who not live their “high and who, the little things 
in the classroom, are unedifyingly human. Father Garesche’s thoughts will 
help in understanding and in giving a proper emphasis in instruction 
and guidance vocations. 


HERE are few subjects concerning which one 
talk religious teachers, which are more 

interest practical importance than that the 
development vocations. This true from many 
points view. The great system Catholic education 
this country built the foundation our reli- 
gious communities. Parish schools, high schools, acad- 
emies, and colleges depend for their very existence 
the self-sacrifice and lifelong consecration religious 
men and women. 

have vivid recollection pleasant afternoon 
spent with one the best informed Catholic educa- 
tors this country, who, for years, had been the 
superintendent Catholic schools one our largest 
cities. This expert, referring file after file his 
official records, showed clearly that not only were the 
many Catholic schools his city financial burden 
the Catholic people, but that the economy the 
Catholic schools superior that the public 
schools that if, tomorrow, all the Catholic children 
were turned over the public schools, the additional 
expense taxes the Catholic people alone that 
diocese, would greater than the entire budget the 
Catholic schools the present time. Hence, these 
Catholic schools actually save the Catholic people 
money, according this expert calculation. They are, 
has often been said, endowed, not with money in- 
deed, but with the more precious gift consecrated 
lives. 

The same may said the system Catholic hos- 
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pitals, where multitude Sisters, whose education 
continually increasing excellence, discharge almost 
every expert function which the complicated service 
hospitals requires. The 100,000 teaching Sisters the 
United States, with the 20,000 more hospital Sis- 
ters, form the corner stone, rather the foundation, 
these great activities. 

Now, the Sister the classroom has before her the 
boys and girls whom God has chosen the religious 
the next generation. The teacher may not anticipate 
nor force the providence God, Who alone gives the 
precious gifts but she can and should help 
the children follow God’s holy call, and this she can 
very effectively, hope show. God never 
forces the human will. When chooses anyone 
religious, gives the fitness, the opportunity, and 
the interior grace which gently invites the soul leave 
all and follow Him; but leaves the free will 
the individual accept refuse His invitation. 


The Need Vocations 


One need not hesitate say that among the pupils 
our many Catholic schools there are far more who 
have vocations than ever follow them. For every boy 
girl who goes novitiate there may four five 
companions the school who have everything required 
for religious vocation except, perhaps, the good will, 
the faith, and self-sacrifice needed follow God’s holy 
call. instructing the children sensibly, directing 
them adequately concerning the nature and precious- 
ness vocation, and strengthening their faith, 
fortifying their will, and increasing their spirit 
supernatural self-sacrifice, that the teacher can codper- 
ate with Divine Providence and can help her pupils 
recognize and follow the Divine call. 
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Hardly community exists which doing active 
work for the Church which not hard pressed for 
more recruits, even meet the enterprises has 
already undertaken. The Sisters our schools and 
hospitals are overburdened. If, tomorrow, twice 
many vocations were available, they could once 
utilized develop existing activities. Our Sisters are 
taking care some 2,000,000 Catholic children their 
schools, while Catholic hospitals estimated that 
5,000,000 patients pass each year under the care the 
Sisters. But almost every community, whether teach- 
ing hospital Sisters, being besieged with requests 
open more and yet more institutions. 

The total number Catholic children the United 
States school age approaches 4,000,000. there- 
fore need twice much school accommodation 
have present take care all our own, and twice 
many Sisters. Sisters are being called for open 
new hospitals, and existing hospitals are growing 
fast that the strength the Sisters taxed beyond 
reason keep the institutions. The thousands 
thousands other workers our Catholic hospitals 
must supplemented with still more hospital Sisters, 

Add this the constantly increasing demands for 
more study and better education which are taking our 
Sisters out the classroom that they may prepare 
themselves more adequately secure the degrees 
which are demanded. The same condition now holds 
the hospitals, which are also educational institutions 
nowadays. Our hospital Sisters the United States 
alone conduct some 425 schools nursing, and the 
teachers these schools may soon required have 
degrees order that their diplomas may recognized 
the state. 

For all these reasons, every single vocation which 
God gives precious the Church well the 
private misfortune for any child, whom God has called, 
fail understand the call for lack instruction, 
refuse hear for lack the proper religious and 
moral training. 

But how teaching Sister proceed practically 
regard this very important and delicate question 
vocation? delicate question, because while 
the one hand must give the children every en- 
couragement follow the call God, the other, 
must avoid everything which may seem exces- 
sive reference to, undue urging toward the religious 
life. less important see that none enter 
religion who are not fit for such life than en- 
courage everyone who has vocation follow it. Thus, 
tact and prudence are required dealing practically 
with this important topic. 

The first step toward solving this important problem 
that our teaching Sisters themselves should have 
clear, practical, and adequate idea about the nature and 
essentials religious vocation, for without these they 
cannot communicate the right information their 
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pupils. feared that even some religious 
not quite clearly and correctly understand just what 
vocation is. Certain that children have often very 
mistaken ideas about the religious and they 
may sometimes get these ideas from their teachers, 
least retain them because they are not propertly 
taught otherwise. 


What Vocation 


all know that the religious life based certain 
pieces advice given Our Lord His followers, 
and which are called “Counsels Perfection.” Our 
Lord advised all who wish perfect, and follow 
Him closely, practice voluntary poverty, chastity, 
and obedience. all know what the essence the 
three virtues religion, but should prepare our- 
selves explain these definitely and clearly chil- 
dren, and impress them the fact that these three 
pieces advice were given Christ all His follow- 
ers who are able and who wish imitate Him very 
closely His perfect life. 

This advice Christ, follow Him intimately 
poverty, chastity, and obedience, was given quite gen- 
erally all His followers, with the understanding, 
course, that those who are able and willing 
shall take His advice, but that those who, for some 
reason other are not suited such life, shall not 
embrace it. 

helpful comparison this regard the action 
the government during war time, calling for recruits 
for the army. The government issues general invita- 
tion all the men military age enlist, setting 
forth certain qualifications which are required for mili- 
tary service. This invitation absolutely general, and 
every young man whose notice brought may 
consider that invited join the army. sim- 
ilar way Christ issues general invitation all His 
followers imitate Him closely poverty, chastity, 
and obedience. But only those applicants who are 
found entirely fit for military service are actually ac- 
cepted. So, too, only those who are suited the reli- 
gious life are accepted members religious com- 
munities. 

When God singles out any individual for religious 
vocation, indicates His will two ways. First 
all, gives every requisite for the religious life the 
necessary talent, virtue, good health, and training. 
also places that individual contact with the religious 
life and gives him her the opportunity entering 


religious community. can sum all this 


ing God gives the individual has chosen the com- 
plete fitness for religious life. 

The second action God consists the giving the 
grace vocation. When God wishes invite anyone 
the religious life, gives that person graces which 
enlighten the mind see how beautiful and excellent 
the religious life, and moves the will desire 
embrace and follow it, for the love God. the will 
responds this grace, the child desires, from super- 
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natural motives, enter and persevere the religious 
life. Such one has both the and the willingness 
enter religion, and this with acceptance com- 
munity, make what call religious vocation. 
remains for the young man young woman choose 
the community which she wishes enter. Next 
comes the application for admission, and the reception 
the superior. Then follows the faithful perseverance 
the religious life, which made possible the 
graces and help given God. These three elements, 
the fitness for the religious life, the willingness em- 
brace it, and faithful perseverance the life the 
Counsels Perfection until death, make all that 
essential the following out the religious vocation. 

Catholic young people, and even Catholic teachers, 
seem times think that religious vocation requires 
some particular and mystical call experience. They 
almost expect voice from heaven declare that this 
young man young woman called follow Christ 
the life the Counsels Perfection. rare in- 
stances, course, such experiences take place. St. 
Paul was thrown from his horse his way Damas- 
cus, and the voice Christ Himself admonished him 
change his ways. Some the saints have seen visions 
and heard voices which they were directed enter 
the religious life; but such instances are very uncom- 
mon, and, course, are means essential true 
vocation. 

Anyone who suited the religious life and who 
enters from supernatural motives and voluntarily 
perseveres the end, has vocation. decide, there- 
fore, whether this that person has vocation 
decide whether she truly suited the life and 
willing, from supernatural motives, enter and per- 
severe therein. any the elements fitness are 
wanting the individual not sufficiently talented 
lacks the virtue capacity perform the duties 
the religious life, then there vocation. So, too, 
extraordinary circumstances make one’s duty 
remain the world; for example, take care 
needy parent whom one else will care for, dis- 
charge some other solemn obligation, this also sign 
that the individual, least that time, has not 
vocation the religious life. God always gives what 
necessary accomplish His holy will. If, then, the 
individual has not all the requisites for the religious 
life, this sign that God does not desire that time 
that she should enter it. 


Voluntary Offering 

So, too, may happen that individual has all the 
other requisites for entering religious life, but does not 
wish so. such case either God may not have 
given the grace vocation, the grace may have 
been given and rejected. Undoubtedly, too, there are 
some individuals who might well enter religion and 
persevere therein, who have thought all be- 
coming religious; and here, too, there vocation. 

shall well teach these things clearly 
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the children, not only for the sake those who have 
but because all our students ought have 
correct and adequate knowledge this great moral 
miracle which call the religious life. all the mani- 
festations the power God’s grace the religious life 
surely one the most sublime, the most expressive, 
the most extensive its force and results, and the 
most superhuman. The spectacle thousands and 
thousands men and women, weak and selfish their 
natures all human beings are— who have the 
moral courage leave home, friends, and the pleasures 
this world, take life continuous and in- 
creasing effort imitate Christ closely willing pov- 
erty, chastity, and obedience, such sublime spec- 
tacle that should sufficient convince impar- 
tial observer the divinity the Catholic Church. 

the religious life were unknown the world, and 
suddenly great numbers men and women should 
resolve give all things follow Christ; should 
give away all their possessions; bind themselves 
vow obedience, and embrace life perpetual and 
voluntary chastity for the love Christ; the world 
would amazed such spectacle. only because 
are accustomed see Catholic young people quietly 
leave home and friends, with agonized hearts the 
separation, and enter religious communities not 
ones and twos, but hundreds and thousands that 
the significance this action fails move 
should. 

Now, the religious teacher knows from experience 
the heroic and almost incredible achievements which 
become possible human being the religious life. 
These things should explained quietly and objec- 
tively the children that even though they have not 
vocation themselves, they may understand and appre- 
ciate the immense power the grace God and the 
glory that receives from the religious state. 
speaking this subject, however, should avoid 
exaggeration distortion the exact truth. ought 
explain religious, not strange and preternatural 
race persons, but ordinary Catholic men and 
women who have had the happiness recognize and 
follow the call God, manifested them their own 
fitness and the inward call grace. should repre- 
sent that religious are true volunteers, explaining 
the children that there obligation follow the 
call religion except the case where person con- 
vinced that could not save his soul the world. 
Practically all those who join the army Christ 
religion volunteers, embracing the life freely, 
and secure their salvation more certainly and abun- 
dantly, and imitate Christ more closely for His love. 


Ordinary Virtues Required 
should also avoid giving the children exag- 
gerated notion the qualities required good 
religious. Some get the idea that Sister one 
should angelically good, and talented far beyond 
the ordinary. This notion very complimentary in- 
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deed the sisterhoods, but common sense teaches 
that cannot true. Such extraordinary goodness and 
talent rare human nature. Now, there are more 
than 100,000 Catholic Sisters the United States 
alone, and very unlikely that one could find even 
100,000 exceptionally gifted characters our whole 
population, and still less likely that they would all 
enter religion. ought impress the children 
that the great multitude religious, both men and 
women, were only ordinary Catholic boys and girls like 
themselves, but that they have used their talents and 
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accepted the Divine call religion consecrate 
themselves the sublime service Christ. 

Perhaps one the most effective means explain- 
ing adequately the children the nature and excel- 
lence religious vocation, speak the lives 
some the men and women who have entered reli- 
gion and followed faithfully. One the most inter- 
esting and appealing, and also one the most charac- 
teristic examples this kind that can find the 
career the Little Flower Jesus, St. Thérése 
Lisieux.

Editor’s Note. A significant experiment was made at the 1930 summer 
session of Loyola University, Chicago, with a view toward making summer 
courses a more vital factor in the improvement of training teachers in 
service. The experiment was a demonstration school with all conditions 
normal. Observation of work was done independently, and sometimes in 
conjunction with courses in methods. Father Donnelly’s work, here ap- 
proved by Father Schmidt, deserves some more general recognition and 
evaluation, and some more definite use in the parochial schools. Why let 
drift such a remarkable opportunity? 


organized integral part the summer ses- 

sion 1930, was attempt correct rather 
common shortcoming the summer courses offered 
for our teaching Sisters. These courses, while produc- 
tive credit and ultimately degrees, are too often 
theoretical rather than practical, and there rather 
general complaint the part superiors and super- 
visors the effect that teachers return from summer 
school without any marked increase teaching effi- 
ciency. was felt that summer work built around 
genuine elementary school, with ample opportunities 
for observation, would constitute real advance over 
the work previously offered. 


Demonstration School Loyola University, 


Principles Organization 


With this idea mind Loyola University invited 
the teaching orders Chicago and vicinity send 
representatives meeting for the purpose dis- 
cussing the proposed demonstration school. Thirty-one 
orders responded. Although there were radical differ- 
ences opinion the form the school should take, 
there was complete unanimity its desirability. 
Committees were thereupon appointed report the 
principles organization that should followed. 

was agreed that the school should typical 
one, with children continuous session and with 
working conditions similar possible those en- 
countered regular school. The pupils should 
selected random and not from among those who 
could counted upon provide spectacular perform- 
ances. The school should have its principal, its clerk, 
its own system discipline and control, its assembly 
periods, its library, its bulletin boards, its patrol boys. 
Mental and educational tests were administered 
and the resultant data were interpreted and ap- 
plied for the same purposes that prevail regular 
school. The school, however, was session dur- 
ing the morning only, was felt that children could 
not expected attend longer during the summer. 
For this reason not every subject proper grade was 
taught, since attempt everything half-day 
sessions would probably result seriously defective 
work all the subjects taught. was also decided 
limit the school during the first year Grades VI.

Securing Teachers and Pupils 

After prolonged discussion was decided organ- 
ize the departmental rather than the classroom- 
teacher plan. (The wisdom this decision and 
others will discussed later.) For primary reading 
the university secured the services exceptionally 
strong teacher the Chicago public schools. Twelve 
other teachers were needed. addition, six teachers 
were required take charge the pupils during the 
supervised-study periods. appeal was therefore sent 
out the superiors the orders with schools Chi- 
cago, and the eighteen teachers needed were seeured 
without any great difficulty. The response the su- 
periors was uniformly generous, the more since our 
own work organization was begun too late and after 
plans for the summer had already been made the 
various communities Sisters. 

the pupils, the first plan was recruit from 
four neighboring parochial schools and even offer 
free bus service order secure the necessary num- 
ber. But the response from St. Ignatius School (the 
parish school St. Ignatius Church) was unex- 
pectedly great that the offer accommodations made 
the other schools was canceled. The problem car- 
ing for children during the summer serious one 
Chicago. The interminable rows apartments leave 
little playground space, and the heavy traffic the 
streets results hundreds deaths each year. More- 
over, the city has been conducting summer schools for 
some time, and the idea consequently familiar 
parents. also probable that many parents were 
happy codperate with movement for the better- 
ment our Catholic schools. 

The number children attendance was 154. This 
number was too great, the space required the 
classrooms for the children left too little room for ob- 
servers. Ten children would have been better num- 
ber than 30. But the children were not offered 
the chance double promotion result their 
work they were promised nothing other than the priv- 
ilege learning. Consequently, were apprehensive 
heavy percentage absence, and for this reason 
aimed begin with more pupils than were necessary 
desirable. Attendance did drop off the summer 
progressed, but extent that was annoying rather 
than disruptive. Plans have been made secure more 
perfect attendance 1931. 

tuition was demanded the pupils. The teach- 
ers were paid the hour basis, and generously 
the university could afford. was expected, the 
school was operated loss during the first year 
its existence. 
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The Problem Credit 

However profitable observation may be, our teach- 
ers nowadays cannot afford spend summer observ- 
ing without the acquisition academic credit. But 
credit cannot given for observation not linked 
with professional course some kind. Various plans 
for the issuance credit were considered. was fi- 
nally decided offer professional courses the psy- 
chology and methodology all the subjects being 
taught the demonstration school. These courses were 
themselves productive minor (one and 
two-thirds semester hours) credit, this minor 
converted into major observing and reporting 
upon classes which the subject covered the pro- 
fessional course was being taught. Thus, for example, 
teacher received major credit reading taking 
course methods teaching reading and observing 
the teaching reading the grades which was 
taught. Observation being laboratory subject for 
which double periods (or more) should required, 
course problems the elementary school was given 
the afternoon for those who wished secure the 
full amount credit ordinarily obtained during sum- 
mer school.

The classroom procedure was such one would ex- 
pect find modern elementary school. The ob- 
servers did not interrupt any way. The classroom 
teachers made attempt explain the various de- 
vices and techniques involved the teaching process. 
There was attempt put “shows.” The pro- 
cesses and adjustments involved finally making new 
adaptations boys and girls were revealed precisely 
they occur the ordinary classroom. The entire 
situation was normal could be, except that the 
problem discipline was practically nonexistent. The 
novelty the situation and the presence many 
observers put the children their good behavior. 
probable, however, that disciplinary problems (per- 
haps somewhat modified kind) would have oc- 
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cured had not all the children come from residential 
district the better type where behavior seldom 
creates difficulty under any circumstances. 


Outstanding Features 

The university spared expense providing books 
and other instructional material. The exhibits com- 
mercial firms held conjunction with the school also 
served introduce teachers new and worth-while 
material. The weekly assembly periods, showing one 
practical and desirable outcome classroom instruc- 
tion, were both entertaining and illuminating. 

The teaching for the most part was high 
level. There were weak spots, course; and the class- 
which learning was thoroughly functional and 
creative were probably outnumbered those which 
was not. For number the demonstration teachers 
the observers had nothing but praise. would in- 
vidious select any for special mention. One, how- 
ever, because his unique position, can named 
without giving offense. Father Donnelly, Den- 
ver, Colorado, taught arithmetic Grades and III, 
and short half-hour periods brought about 
average increase arithmetic age about six months. 
The skills developed these children were almost in- 
credible. was amazing see little tots second and 
third grades handling large numbers with lightning- 
like rapidity. this short space time they reached 
the point where they could extract square roots and 
even solve quadratic equations simple kind. Ob- 
servers, astounded the results obtained, expressed 
the conventional apprehension concerning the physical, 
mental, and moral damage that might befall the chil- 
dren. the present writer all seemed more than 
confirmation the theory that the child’s brain has 
more than are always willing believe. 


Evaluation and Criticism 

For the purpose securing data that might lead 
desirable improvements the demonstration school, 
questionnaire was addressed early November, 
1930, the superiors supervisors the orders re- 
presented the student body 1930. This question- 
naire contained only three items: (1) What, your 
opinion, were the outstanding merits the demonstra- 
tion (2) what specific ways can the demon- 
stration school improved? (3) How, all, has 
the demonstration school improved the work class- 
room teachers under your charge? tabulation the 
replies revealed the following facts: 

First, the outstanding merit the demonstration 
school was its naturalness. There were carefully 


coached recitations, prepared behind closed doors and 


then staged for the purpose impressing observers, 
but teachers were seen struggling with the ordinary 
difficulties that confront every 
Other merits were the excellent procedures demon- 
strated, the use and display modern instructional 
material, the suggestive assembly periods, and the in- 
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sight into good office management given the prin- 
cipal charge. Comment was also made the fact 
that the presence demonstration teachers from 
many different orders gave new impetus the move- 
ment already well under way for greater solidarity and 
pooling our common resources. 

Second, respondents were gratifyingly frank stat- 
ing how the demonstration school could improved. 
may observed here that shortcoming was 
noted which those charge had not already observed 
and made plans correct. The demonstration teach- 
ers, was said, should appointed better season 
and thus given sufficient time perfect their plans. 
These demonstration teachers should, for the most 
part, classroom teachers, the departmental plan 
makes difficult. Each lesson should 
followed immediately discussion participated 
those who observed it. There was little evidence 
any attempt the lectures the profes- 
sional courses with the lessons taught the children 
except the two cases (reading and music) where 
the lecturer served also demonstration teacher. 
other cases lecturer and demonstration teacher were 
seldom step, and occasions were quite variance 
their theories, expressed implied. Arrangements 
should made whereby observers could observe 
grades rather than subjects. All the eight grades 
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the elementary school should included. Absences 
should better controlled. Larger classrooms should 
found, the number pupils and observers should 
reduced, the rooms were too crowded permit 
the use all the blackboards. Intelligence and achieve- 
ment tests should administered only persons 
thoroughly trained observe good technique their 
administration. 

Third, the benefits those who spent the summer 
observing were chiefly these: They were encouraged 
the discovery that even the best teachers have 
their difficulties, and that into every classroom there 
must expected come periods hard and uphill 
work; they received many cases altogether new 
idea the value creative and functional teaching 
opposed that which conventional and formal; 
they carried away with them many new and useful 
methods; they were impressed the importance 
individual differences; and they seem better able 
adjust their instruction the capacity children and 
secure greater pupil participation. 

Profiting the blunders 1930, the university has 
been planning for better and more helpful school 
1931. This account her experience may prove use- 
ful other centers where the same need for demon- 
stration school felt and where similar difficulties 
organization exist.

Psychoanalysis 
Sister Jeanette, O.S.B. 


Editor's Note. Psychoanalysis has given us valuable knowledge about the 
workings of the human mind. It has shown us particularly the possible 
effects of experiences that apparently are spurlos versenkt; how ingenious 
are the ways the mind works in protecting the personality; what a part 
repression plays in the mental life. All of these points are of vital signi- 
ficance to the teacher in understanding the child as well as in watching 
her own personal influence on the student. For that reason, it was thought 
our readers would be interested in this simple explanation of psychoanaly- 
sis. The author's address is St. Benedict’s Convent, St. Joseph, Minn.

the form then dressed 
under the title “mind cure,” some other apparel, this 
subject presented the public and eagerly read. 
Freud, determinist his philosophical theories, orig- 
inated psychoanalysis, which term means “soul analy- 
sis.” America, psychoanalysis was supported and 
spread chiefly Brill, and the present time many 
men Europe and America have gained reputation 
adherents and promoters the cause. 

The average readers are not interested rigidly 
scientific discussions minutely reasoned treatises 
psychology any other subject. But they are fasci- 
nated sensational philosophical theories, especially 
when these border the occult. From the time when 
our earliest ancestors speculated the mystery the 


topic that receives more attention 


dream phenomena our modern theory regarding 
spiritism there has been unbroken interest things 
supernatural, preternatural, apparently inexplicable 
according human reason. 

Psychoanalysis not merely interesting pastime 
persons who have surplus leisure hours. has 
invaded the realms medical science and used 
method healing. The orthodox physician opposed 
the intrusion system little accord with the 
materialistic viewpoint modern times. But neither 
scoffing nor protest barred the intruder. The results 
obtained treatments the “subconscious” inspired 
confidence, and the materialistic scientist who insisted 
physical cause for all mental disorders found him- 
self baffled his inability work cure where the 
psychoanalyst succeeded means psychical treat- 
ment. The late war provided great number and vari- 
ety cases for the experimentation the psycho- 
analyst. And the result these experiments the 
establishment the new science, based psychology 
and applied the field medicine. 

Two errors are usually made regard any new 
movement that appears social group. The one 
unmodified condemnation the new, merely 
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cause new. There always the conservative ele- 
ment viewing with alarm any change time-honored 
customs. (Some form ancestor worship present 
every society.) The other mistake made the en- 
thusiastic advocates the cause. These heralded psy- 
choanalysis remedy for all the diseases that flesh 
(or rather, mind) heir to. After suffering for while 
being ground between these two extremes there 
evolved the true, the practical, the profitable method 
application the new system the realms 
science. 

close examination find really not new 
after all. consists finding and bringing into the 
light consciousness troublesome idea feeling 
that lay hidden the “subconscious,” (often called 
reliving the experience and work- 
ing off the pent-up emotion the mental attitude under- 
goes change and the patient cured. The Catholic 
Church has applied this method the confessional for 
nearly 2,000 years. Religious subjects have ever been 
encouraged make manifestation” conscience 
when anxiety arrested spiritual progress. This apply- 
ing the remedy psychoanalysis the early stages 
the disorder, effectually blocking the progress 
what might later persistent mania. The principle, 
the method, and the results are identical with those 
psychoanalysis. The physician the soul replaced 
the physician the body the mind. This 
prosaic view robs the subject the charm which mys- 
tery gives it, but substitutes the element utility 
and makes practical means treating mental 
disorder. 

Much the material published the subject 
unscientific, sensational, and exaggerated. The aca- 
demic psychologist considers rubbish and un- 
worthy attention. And yet there some element 
truth and goodness which might well utilized 
all. Prevention evil less expensive than cure; 
and understand the causes some nervous dis- 
orders are able prevent their functioning and 
producing baneful effects. One thing psychoanalysis 
has established beyond doubt, namely, that painful 
experience childhood (and occasionally later life) 
repressed persistently without manifestation any 
kind may the course time, when strain disease 
has weakened the mental powers, create trouble 
very serious nature. The more thorough the repression 
the more difficult will for the patient recall it. 

Here the art the psychoanalyst asserts itself. 
must have won the entire confidence his patient, 
process that often takes months, even years. Then 
process free association, dream analysis, 
hypnotic influence the “reptiles the profound abyss 
the mind” (as St. Augustine styles these complexes) 
are brought the surface consciousness. Free asso- 
ciation consists presénting certain ideas the pa- 
tient; asked indicate unreservedly the train 
ideas which come into consciousness. There will 
frequent recurrences certain ideas, hesitancy 


expressing them. This constitutes the clue for the 
analyst proceed with more concentrated effort his 
investigation this particular direction, and thus 
locate the source trouble. dream analysis the 
patient asked record his dreams, and free 
association, there will found some element that 
repeated, and which points the source trouble. 
Many times the third method successful where the 
first two have failed reveal the complex. 

These complexes (which essence are merely 
repressed idea emotion earlier life) are often 
absurd content. But this should not surprise when 
remember the ridiculous fears had our own 
childhood. were fortunate express them, were 
laughed and ridiculed (an experience did not 
especially relish nor deem fortunate then), sympa- 
thetically instructed, kind mother. The former 
method was more cruel, but just efficient slay “the 
reptile” before crept into the “abyss the mind” 
lodge there until some opportune future time. 

Another true element psychoanalysis the theory 
that the “subconscious,” unconscious, not grave- 
yard for past experiences. rather very lively and 
productive factory, responsible for much good much 
evil, according the material with which stocked. 
If, accordance with Coué’s advice, store 
cheerful, hopeful, beautiful ideas, this will safe- 
guard healthy and happy state mind and body. 
For the “complex” continually strives return con- 
sciousness, exercise the power and influence had 
before repression. And the influence consciousness 
the bodily states denied one who has given 
even only superficial study the reciprocal relation 
mind and body. 

The element least understood psychoanalysis 
what Freud terms “the censor.” Here have kind 
unconscious, voluntary power that ashamed 
the “libido” content the complex, and strives 
prevent its appearance the conscious life the pa- 
tient. Barrett describes the situation comparing the 
libido polecat box throwing out nasty objects 
means dream content. The “censor, kind 
handyman, changes the shape, color, and odor these 
objects.” The work the psychoanalyst remove 
the paint and disinfectant again that the nasty 
object perceived all its ugliness. peculiar 
fact that the patient cured upon recognition this 
repressed experience which the psychoanalyst brings 
light. The trouble lies leading him 
finding the difficulty, for according the theory, suf- 
ficiently substantiated observation cases treated, 
the secret wish the patient, all unknown his con- 
scious self, prevents him from truly wishing 
cured, though asserts it, and honestly thinks 
wishes it. 

The foregoing the useful aspect psychoanalysis. 
The sensational element exaggerated introspec- 
tive attitude that likely produce much harm 
did hypnotism and spiritism, and probably send 
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equal number hypersensitive people sanitariums 
and insane asylums. The unscientific aspect supplied 
Freud himself, who insists that the libido the only 
motive for man’s action. Not only this view degrad- 
psychology and common sense. Freud even asserts 
that the idea life after death derived from the pre- 
natal position the infant the maternal womb. 
Surely this innatism with vengeance! Such view 
completely overlooks the complexity man’s organism 
and the variety powers exercised its means. 

for extract the useful and good such 
system, and avoid the extremes that lead folly and 
error. Parents and teachers can learn how prevent 
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what might cause difficulty, and treat kind and 
sympathetic manner early manifestations unreason- 
able fears tendencies. Thus psychoanalysis may 
prove blessing our day, when many factors 
operate make our children weak conquering 
difficulties. 

alleged that one half the nervous breakdowns 
are due experiences school life. this true 
condemnation methods system, both. And 
here lies the teacher’s part the work. She must strive 
surround the pupil with healthy, happy atmos- 
phere, and avoid fears and other painful emotions that 
may seem little adult, but are enormous the 
untrained and inexperienced judgment the child.

Church, out the certainties and uncertainties that 
crowd its pages, one fact looms high historical value:

which should long since have perished from the mem- 
ory man, that power and that institution the 
Catholic Church. What has not been done destroy 
it? hundred times the past twenty centuries has 
the Church God stood the verge utter collapse. 
has seemed human eyes. But the standard set 
the midst the nations remains forever erect, 
strengthening its adherents with the unfaltering assur- 
ance that their Faith founded upon rock, solid and 
impregnable. its infancy the Jewish synagogues 


dying Israel, amid the unspeakable perils the 
Roman persecutions, the depths the catacombs, 
under the dead weight the barbarian blight, the 
subtle toils feudal encroachments, the presence 
the mighty tyranny new the dark 
night the cleavage during the sixteenth century, amid 
the enmities Protestant nations and the uncertain 
friendships Catholic nations, down these days 
our own, the struggle for liberty action and inde- 
pendence for spiritual conquest has never ceased. But 
through all and all and spite all that has 
been attempted thwart the onward march her 
progress, the Church has been victorious. This, then, 
the foremost lesson her history: the unconquer- 
able stability the Catholic Faith.” 

There quotation Father Guilday’s book from 
Pére Delehaye’s Legends the Saints that might very 
well guide the teacher the selection her material 
for the biographies. is: 

“Historical criticism, when applied the lives 
the saints, has had certain results which are way 
surprising those who are accustomed handle docu- 
ments and interpret inscriptions, but which have 
had somewhat disturbing effect the mind the 
general public. you suggest that the biographer 
saint has been unequal his task, that has 
not professed write historian, you are accused 
attacking the saint himself, who, appears, too 
powerful allow himself compromised in- 
discreet panegyrist. If, again, you venture express 
doubt concerning certain marvelous incidents repeated 
the author insufficient evidence, although well 
calculated enhance the glory the saint, you are 
once suspected lack faith. You are told you are 
introducing the spirit rationalism into history, 
though questions fact were not above all things 
essential weigh the evidence. How often has not 
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accusation destructive criticism been flung, and men 
treated iconoclasts, whose sole object has been 
appraise their true value which justi- 
our attitude veneration, and who are only too 
happy when able declare that one God’s friends 
has been fortunate enough find historian worthy 
his task.”

This map illustrating the project method geography was 
sketched and molded 38-inch plaque heavy 
mottling board fifth-grade pupils St. Anthony’s School, 
Grand Rapids, Mich. The thorough study and wide research 
that was necessary the securing the facts used the 
making this map were enthusiastically pursued even the 
slowest students the class. 

read our geography textbooks for few minutes each 
day. After that spent few minutes discussing various 


topics read from other sources. The children were provided 
with geography scratch pads which they made list all 
the countries South America, allowing one page for each. 
The students were liberty jot down any items impor- 
tance about each country, such cities, products, manufac- 
tures, historical events, etc., went along. 

The class became interested this project that they 
scanned every available sourcebook that treated South 
America. had never experienced such interest geography 
class before. The pupils, who seemed have dislike for 
geography before began this project, now spent every 
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moment their spare time gathering facts about the country 
that they studied. 

After sufficient amount research work was done, prod- 
ucts and pictures that could used the plaque were col- 
lected, and our work unusual interest all was begun. 
Certain ones were assigned responsible for the product 
collection the various countries. Others were given the 
following tasks: the tracing the map; the coloring the 
ocean areas; the cutting the letters; the filling the bot- 
tles with salt and petroleum; the labeling the articles; the 
cutting and the pasting the pictures; and the filling 
capsules with sugar cocoa, etc. 

After the articles had been collected, labeled, and properly 
attached the plaque means narrow adhesive tape, 
were ready for our salt-flour paste. Two time were in- 
structed mix this paste using parts coarse salt 
flour mixed with very small amount colored water. 
paste different delicate hues was used for molding the 
various countries. Two boys were engaged coloring the 
water. They used nine glasses filled with water and three 
empty jars. Water-color paint cakes were used for the coloring. 

Directions: Three glasses each yellow, blue, and red, 
basic colors. 

Pour one glass yellow and one glass blue water into 
one the empty jars. Use this solution for mixing green 
paste that you will need for certain countries. 

Pour one glass red and one glass yellow into the sec- 
ond empty jar. Use this solution for mixing orange paste. 

Pour one glass red and one glass blue water into the 
third empty jar and this will give you lavender hue for 
mixing paste that color. 

Now you have six shades colored water yellow, 
blue, green, orange, lavender (violet). Use this water for 
mixing paste for the various shades desired. This handier 
and easier than try mold the entire map out white 
paste and then try paint after the products are stuck 
the plaque and the salt dry. 


Indicate Special Areas 


Large letters spelling the words “RUBBER” were pasted 
the Amazon Basin. Pictures showing natives collecting the 
latex from the rubber trees were pasted here and there the 
rubber zone. Corn and wheat kernels indicate the grain fields. 
Coffee kernels and all small articles such pieces iron, 
tin, coal, etc., were imbedded the substance representing 
the products the particular parts the country. Capsules 
containing sugar and cocoa disclose where these commodities 
are grown. Tufts wool, cotton, and flax reveal what part 
the continent those products are raised. Heads and shoulders 
tin cows, donated the Chicago Creamery, repre- 
sent the vast beef interests the country. Pictures tobacco 
plantations and shreds tobacco show the tobacco fields. 
Gold, silver, and diamonds, which lend sparkle the map, 
are shown beads, sets, and Christmas-tree decorations. Salt 
and petroleum are contained tubes and are attached with 
stickers the proper locality. Raw materials from which 
chemicals and drugs are extracted, bearing labels with names 
strange the lay mind, stud the map over wide range 
points. Shells and pearl beads along the shore line represent 
the industry sea products. Not single thing missing 
according our school commissioner and every thing 
its proper locality. 

not only product map, but geographical map, 
trade map showing imports and exports the continent, and 
map showing the locality the numerous products, agricul- 
tural, pastoral, dairy, chemical, mineral, and whatever else 
the vast continent produces. 

One hour’s concentration the plaque should more fruit- 
ful lasting information than weeks pouring over cold 
print, the opinion many educators who examined the 
project. 


Plan Procedure 

Trace the map outlining all the countries. 

Paste the name each country and important city. 

Color all the bodies water blue. 

Fasten all the bulky articles, such pieces wood, 
bottles containing oil and salt, heads cattle, bundles 
grain, etc., with narrow strips adhesive tape. 

Paste labels all articles that are foreign us, such 
Yerba Mate, quebracho, bismuth, etc. these articles 
cannot obtained, then paste label the place where they 
are produced. 

Paste the pictures that represent fruit, garden truck, 
ships, recreational facilities, etc., cardboard first; then 
paste them the plaque. 

The products that are small, such coal, copper, iron, 
tin, cereals, etc., are placed after the salt has been applied. 

Have handy good colored map the country that 
the pupils can see for themselves that two adjoining coun- 
tries should molded with paste the same color. 

Now apply the paste prepared for the different countries 
around the articles that are already attached the plaque. 
Use fingers for this process except where the spaces are too 
small, pen knife may used. 

10. Place heavy weight all four corners the plaque, 
and allow lie undisturbed for least hours. 

11. Paste the names the lakes and all other names cut 
out black constructed paper, their proper places. Warn 
the children have even spacing between the letters and 
large space between the words. 

12. Lastly, the inkwork showing the outline the entire 
map and each country made with india ink. little black 
border around the entire map plaque gives finishing touch.

TEACHING ENGLISH COMPOSITION 
EXPOSITION 


Brother Prudent, F.S.C., B.A. 


Probably the most extensively used form English that 
which may classed under the general head exposition. 
this form that find the accounts recent advances 
science and industry, the editorials our newspapers, 
and large proportion the speeches delivered from public 
platforms. How important is, then, that the youth today, 
who will called upon deal with matters concerning the 
general welfare tomorrow, should well grounded the 
principles exposition! 

appears from the etymology the word, exposition 
means making clear. evident that the action making 
something clear may extend wide range operations and 
ideas. shall find best, course, start with the ex- 
planation simple things and then work matters 
more complex. 

introducing this kind composition class, emphasis 
must laid upon the necessity clearness. The pupils can 
easily understand that explanation not clear, fails 
accomplish its object. From the necessity clearness the 
students will readily see the desirability simplicity lan- 
guage for this form composition. After discussion upon 
these points clearness and simplicity language, the pupils 
should study model explanation some simple process like 
covering book. The teacher can direct the attention the 
class the two points mentioned above they are exemplified 
the passage. Then the pupils may given some practice 
oral written exposition similar processes, everybody 
being encouraged take part the discussion upon the 
merits the work done. 

After some time spent this type exposition, may 
proceed subjects more complicated nature. The prob- 
lem, for example, giving clear and simple account how 
the airplane flies requires careful and methodical handling. 
The necessity good order explaining such process must 
emphasized again. Another matter importance the 
employment analogies simplify explanation. Thus 
exposition how geyser spouts parallel may drawn 
between the pressure steam imprisoned the shaft and 
the force which causes the lid teakettle rise from time 
time. Similarly, the simpler figures speech, such the 
simile and the metaphor, may utilized make clear the 
nature process the operation machine. 

Just here would wise remind the pupils that exposi- 
tion does not allow the same latitude the imagination 
does narration description. doing narrative work stu- 
dent may, for example, relate whole series thrilling per- 
sonal experiences, drawn entirely from his imagination. But 
if, attempting explain the Aurora Borealis, let say, 
substitutes personal fancies for scientific facts, the result 
will far from satisfactory. The student must shown that 
useless for him attempt explanation anything 
unless has definite and certain knowledge concerning the 
matter question. 

With these points mind, let take subject, 
ing School Paper.” Having proposed this topic the pupils, 
the teacher discusses with them the various points 
treated and the order which they should come. For such 
subject this the introductory paragraph great im- 
portance. cannot too strongly impressed upon the class 
that, general, the first paragraph expository composi- 
tion should deal with what the reader supposed know 
already about the subject, and should try rouse his interest 
obtaining further information it. Thus, for the topic 
under consideration the logical introduction would take the 
form some general references the steadily increasing 
volume school publications recent years. 

Coming the explanation proper, the teacher discusses 
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the various stages publishing paper and the best order 
which place them. One good plan take the different 
members the staff editor-in-chief, literary editor, sports 
editor, business manager, etc. and explain the duties each 
one. The teacher can suggest analogies such the parallel 
between the work the editor-in-chief and that the super- 
vising principal large school.

The rest the work much the same for similar 
practice narration and description. deciding the value 
papers, however, the teacher will have give special atten- 
tion clearness and good order. These points must 
stressed also the remarks makes when handing out 
corrected compositions.

general topics, such Patriotism, Unemployment, The Ad- 
vantages Education. The line procedure here essen- 
tially the same, but, course, there much greater latitude 
the method treatment. The introductory paragraph 
should deal with general information the subject and make 
appeal the reader’s interest. there are the subject 
itself any words uncommon ambiguous, the writer should, 
soon possible, give his interpretation these. For the 
rest, the way which the topic treated depends mainly 
upon the extent the writer’s knowledge and upon the angle 
from which decides deal with the matter. All these 
points should explained and exemplified several good 
models. Then, after the teacher has helped the class plan 
several subjects this type, the pupils should ready 
draw outline and write expository essay upon such 
general topic. Earnest students will soon see the opportuni- 
ties this work offers for the expression individual view- 
point. fact, the teacher can easily show them, carefully 
written exposition this kind one the best exercises 
both for the organizing acquired knowledge and for the 
expressing lucid and convincing manner.

CHICAGO ARCHDIOCESAN SCHOOL REPORT 

Parochial schools the Archdiocese Chicago have just 
completed highly successful year, with increased enroll- 
ment most cases, according figures contained the 
annual report for the year 1929-30, submitted Rev. 
Daniel Cunningham, superintendent. Father Cunningham, 
his report, ascribes increased enrollment the generosity 
and zeal pastors, priests, brothers, and Sisters who have 
made the financial debt those unable pay tuition, 
consequently insuring their continued attendance. 

comparison with the public schools the city, favor- 
able condition shown. First grades the public system 
showed marked decrease while those the parochial 
system remained practically the same, with the slight de- 
crease pupils. This loss, however, was more than com- 
pensated increased attendance 515 pupils 
parochial kindergartens. All other grades showed correspond- 
ing increases, with few exceptions. During the year, seven 
new elementary schools were opened, addition the new 
high school for boys the far west side, Fenwick High, and 
the fifteen-story Mundelein College for girls, the north 
side. 

Graduation figures have also increased, according the 
archdiocesan report. June, 1930, 15,744 pupils were grad- 
uated, increase 756 over the previous year; this 
number, 6,523 entered Catholic high schools. 

Community supervisors and the superintendent gave par- 
ticular supervisory attention religion, geography, and 
arithmetic, during the year, and plan the reorganization 
the diocesan course study these subjects. Complete 
revision arithmetic was accomplished, and the resultant 
change will utilized during 1931. Scrutiny procedures 
religion and geography will continued for another year, 
before final methods are proposed. safety education pro- 
gram was carried successfully all archdiocesan schools 


during 1930. Safety posters depicting lessons were conspicu- 
ously displayed, and all participated the annual Health and 
Educational Exhibit with artwork, demonstrations, and plays. 
The fact that serious loss property human life 
occurred any parochial school the system for some time 
ascribed the holding regular fire drills and strict 
abidance with fire-inspection regulations. 

Music the chief extracurricular activity. Forty-three 
school bands took part the annual contest the Chicago 
School Band Association the Auditorium. The year 1931, 
however, promises greater accomplishment this field. Be- 
cause the great increase bands, the parochial schools 
the archdiocese will longer compete the Chicago schools 
contest, but all future competition will sponsored directly 
the Archdiocese Chicago School Board and will 
held under that auspice. 

Through donations mission work during 1929-30, the 
sum $43,063.55 was raised for the Propagation the 
Faith; increase $7,393 over the amount the previous 
year. 

There are 387 elementary schools the archdiocese, with 
182,585 enrolled and 4,309 teachers; secondary schools, 
with total enrollment 18,665 and staff 1,080; colleges 
and universities, with 13,684 students and 862 professors. 
This makes grand total 6,251 teachers with 214,934 
under their care receive Catholic education.
